ing to the chara€ter in which they are give 
cn ; nor can blame be juflly imputed on 
eccount of the zeal maniteRed by thofe ef 


any party in a late, whilst its adveriaries

bufinels and confequently the duties of an 
hifterran are wholly diflimilar. He flands 
pledged, by the very nature of his under- 
taking, to a rigid impartiality ; his en-

The Editor is aware that there are two 
diflin&t {pecies of hiftory, each of which 
has been warmly applauded and warmly 
condemned, The one founded on the Gre- 
cian model, in which faéts are flated with 
very little of the hiftorian’s own remarks or 
difquifitions : the other formed by Levy, 
and fince enlarged by Voltaire, Robertfon, 
Hume and Gibbon, which gives greater 
fcope to the powers of the hiftorian’s 
mind ; permits him fully and minutely to 
defcribe the manners and morals of the va- 
rying ages ; to trace every event through 
the windings and mazes of public or pri- 
vate intrigue toexhibit his knowledge of 
man in {plendid portraits of diftinguithed 
charaéters ; to expatiate in moral and phi- 
Jofophical obfervation on each pafling 
fcene : and to diflinguifh each remarkable 
ator according to his deferts, in the lan- 
guage of eulogium or reproach. 


Which of thofe two kinds of hiftory is 
the more ufetul or the more entertaining, it 


is not now requifite to difcufs: but it feems | 


evident that the firft is more fuitable tor 
hiftories of our owntimes. Itis a bufi- 
nefs of great difficulty and delicacy to af- 
fign the motives of the condu& of a@ors 
who are living, and whofe charaéters can- 
not be thoroughly divulged, until time thal! 
bring forth the memoirs oi thofe who were 
moft intimately connefled with them.— 
Few are able, and of thofe very few are 
willing to difclofe Re arcana of ftate af- 
fairs ; their intereft, their trienafhip, their 
political conneétions forbid it ; and it is a 
tafk no lefs arduous and ungracious to de- 
Jineate the manners and morals of a whole 
nation, than tho‘e of one of its principal 
magiftrates. Woat is excellent, and what 
we fhould view with rapture, if related of 
an ancient commonwealth, the influence 
of habit leads us tocontemplate with in- 
difference ; nor is it otherwife with refpeé& 
to thofe things which fhould excite our 
indignant reprobation. Every motive, 
therefore, and every reafon tend to bind 
the Editor tothat rif andimpartial plan 
af hiflory, for which he confders him- 
elf inviolably pledged to his fub/cribers. 
_ The critical part of this work, which as 
well as the hiftorical chapters, will be 
wholly original, may be as beneficial in 
the literary as the former in the politica! 
republic, Jt is well known, that the re. 
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views fo tong eflablifhed in London and 
Paris have greatly tended to harmonizeand 
purify the ftyle of the French and Englith 
languages.
